Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative contacted the Examiner to discuss the 
claimed limitation of a receiving member movable in a "substantially vertical direction." In a prior telephonic interview 
held on 02 Nov 2004 (which the Examiner noted but did not mail an interview summary form) and as set forth in the 
response filed 02 Dec 2004, Applicant argued Meeker '499 fails to teach a receiving member movable in a 
"substantially vertical direction" as defined in the Specification at paragraph 0030 to mean "motion in a vertical direction 
with no more than approximately 7% horizontal motion." While Meeker '499 clearly shows a receiving member 
movable in a substantially vertical direction as seen in Figures 6 and 7, it could not be determined from a cursory 
review of the prior art of record whether or not the limitation places the application in condition for allowance. 
Applicant's arguments will be fully considered upon the filing of a Request for Reconsideration .
